from Providence, It. IM for the loss of
his voice through an accident on the
defendant company's lines between
Kansas City and Denver, September
19, 1907. Tho supremo court Saturday
at tinned the judgment for' that amount
of tho third district court against tho
railway company.

Johnson, with fifty-si- x others, left
Providcnco on August 20. 1007, for an
excursion trip to Sau Francisco and
other western points and roturn, mak-
ing tho entire trip in two Pullman
cars. Botwecn Denver and Kansas
City, on the return trip, tho Pullmans
wero derailed and Johnson was badly
hurt, particularly about tho throat,
which was paralyzed to tho extent that
ho lost his speech.

Johnson sued tho railway company in
tho third district court for $504000, and
in Judgo Lewis's division ou Novembertn "na civeu a .iudffmcnt for
SlG.oOO. Tho railway company ap-
pealed on a general assignment' of er-
rors, but the supremo court, in tho
opinion handed down Saturday, denies
the appeal. Tho opinion is written bv
Justice W. M. ATcCarty and concurred
in bv tho other justices.

Johnson, who was M years old, set
out. in his complaint that ho was a prac-
ticing lawyer, and that by reason of the
loss of his voice his profession was
also lost to him. His earnings as anattorney rauged from $7500 to $9500 a
3vear, ho set out.
